Water  Supply. 

During  the  exceptionally  dry  summer  maximum  pumping  capacity 
was  reached  and  maintained  over  a period  of  several  weeks,  during 
which  time  voluntary  restrictions  on  hosepipes  and  other  appliances 
were  requested;  the  peak  demand  during  this  period  was  estimated  at 
132,000  g*p*d*  equivalent  to  40  g*p*d*  per  1b ad  of  population* 

Negotiations  have  continued  satisfactorily  with  Cosford  R*D*C. 
for  the  joint  water  scheme  and  bulk  supply,  and  the  Councils 
Consultant  Engineers  are  preparing  this  scheme  which  will  overcome 
the  existing  difficulties  causing  lack  of  pressure  in  the  fringe  area 

Six  bacteriological  water  samples  were  taken  and  found  to  be 
satisfactory* 

Two  chemical  analyses  were  carried  out  and  found  to  be 
satisfactory* 

Sewage  Disposal » 

The  standard  of  effluent  during  the  year  continued  to  be 
unsatisfactory  due  to  the  heavy  overload  on  the  works  *
